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Q ability so that additional sample processing systems (101), additional separate full function computers (181), and additional other 

devices such as label printers (200) may be easily added to the system. One or more remote information links (17 1) may be provided 

so that information transfer on a continuous or perhaps constant basis can be accommodated. 
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
